As far as drama and 
suspense is concerned, the 
capture didn’t measure up to 
the' manhunt in northern 
Collin County Sunday, but it 
did provide an amusing 
ending to an otherwise 
dangerous situation 
John Robert Holt, a 25- 
year-old escapee from the 
Delta County Jail in Cooper, 
was captured about three 
miles north of Blue Ridge 
shortly after noon Sunday, 
ending a 10-hour manhunt.

Abbott, elements of the 
Texas Rangers, Texas High­ 
way Patrol, 
Collin County 
area for Holt, who had 
abandoned his stolen car 
north of Farmersville about 
2:30 a.m. Sunday. 
Holt, who is wanted in 
Delta County for escape, 
burglary and theft over 
$10,000, was seen traveling 
at a high rate of speed on 
Hwy. 78, north of Far­ 
mersville, by a cruising 
highway patrolman. When 
Holt noticed he was being 
pursued, he attempted to 
outrun 
the 
highway 
patrolman. Failing in this, 
he abandoned the auto—a 
stolen 1976 model Pontiac 
Firebird 
TransAM—and 
disappeared 
into 
brush 
country. 
Although a search was 
begun immediately, a full­ 
scale search wasn’t put into 
operation until daybreak. 
However, no trace of Holt 


could be found. 
At 
about 
12:30 p.m., 
though, Chief Deputy Abbott 
and Texas Ranger Jim Gant 
were cruising north of Blue 
Ridge on Hwy. 78 when they 
came up behind an adult 
pumping away furiously on a 
child’s bicycle. 
The hot footed cyclist 
turned out to be Holt and he 
was arrested with little 
resistance. 
“I guess about the funniest 
thing about the whole in­ 
cident was being behind him 
and watching those knees 
come up above his shoulders 
on 
each 
pump of the 
bicycle,” Abbott laughed 
later. 
‘‘He 
was 
really 
pushing it in high gear.” 
Holt currently is 
in the 
Collin County Jail awaiting 
transfer to the Delta County 
Jail.

DEAR POLLY — Since we are all trying to save in every 
way we can I want to send my special thanks to the reader who 
suggested giving clothes an extra spin before putting them in 
the dryer. Even heavy bath towels are then thoroughly dried on 
only the "no press" cycle. 
To save fuel I have changed the way I do my laundry and for 
the most part find the new methods are actually easier than 
the old Even in matched sets the dryers hold larger loads than 
the washers do. Most of us can save by dividing three washer 
loads into two dryer loads and save one complete drying cycle. 
First launder the heaviest towels, etc. and start them dry­ 
ing Next wash the "in-between" (cotton underwear, no-iron 
linens etc.) Add about half of this washer load to the dryer. 
When all are dried and the machine is empty start drying the 
remainder of the "in-betweens.” Launder the "no press 
clothes and add to the dryer. Since I have never found a way to 
divide my laundry into less than three washer loads this is 
really a saver. Of course, all the laundry is done in cold water. 
While on the subject the only energy the next hint will save 
is your own frustration. If you have tried practically 
everything advertised plus anything else you can think of and 
still have trouble with that Ting around the collar 
and 
dinginess, try an extra rinse between soak and wash cycles. If 
you add bleach to the soak and borax to the wash you will be 
amazed at the results 
Collars also need the extra wash. This worked on an old 
towel that was so dingy that for a year or so I had been using it 
as a bath mat. It came out so snowy white that my good 
towels looked dingy by comparison-that is until they got the 
same treatment. They were washed in cold water 
Most of the "dirt” that builds up in the bathroom sink is just 
toothpaste and soap scum. Forget the cleanser and just take a 
wet, net covered sponge and scrub away. You will be sur­ 
prised at the amount of suds you will raise and maybe even 
enough to clean some of the tile behind the sink. You will have
